" The Queen has not la-tely been in 
lior usual health, and is unable for the 
prcst'iit ti) take her customary drivps. 

" Tlu' (Juceu duriiitr tlio past year has 
had a K'l'oiit strain upon her powers, 
w liicli lia.s rather told upon Her nervous 
.system. It has, tborcforo, been thought 
udvLsable by Her Majesty's physicians 
lliat Her Majesty should bo kept per- 
fectly (]uiet in the house, and should 
abstain for the present from transacting 
business," 

Although it is fuily understood that 
tliere is no cause for aliinu beyond 
what would nuturnlly bo felt nt the in- 
disposition of anyone of tlio (Juocn's 
age, the olllclal aniiouncciuent issued 
last evening, has caused a shock to the 
couMtrv. the elTect of which it would 
l)e (lilUcull to cxafTKcrate. Iler Maj- 
esty's alisolutc freedom from illness dur- 
ing' tlie loiiKt'st rci^'i in liut'lisli history 
has led her people to regard her almost 
as more than murttil; and tlie uicro 
novelty of haviuK to fiicc the possibility 
ul' a rep'iicy alone sufUccs to create un- 
neeessai-y appn.'hensioiis. 

It is necessary to go back to a date 
prior to IS'JO for a sTmilar situation. 
Since tliat time there has never been 
an interruption of a smooth working of 
tlu: constitutional machine. No one, 
not even tlio I'l-ineo of "Wales, can act 
tor the (Jneen witlioiit autliority of pnr- 
liameut, and as no steps have been 
taken to summon parliament, it may be 
taken for granted tlinl Iler Majesty's 
plivsiciuiis liave ojily adopted measure 
,)l''precautiiin. an<l that she is still able 
to sign an absolutely imperative docu- 
ment, though relieved of the worries of 
routine affairs.

(d" the others. lie sat biting bis lips 
wliiU' waiting. Campbell thrust lii^ 
haiiils into his trousers pockets aiii 
i-leiudieil his fists in tliem. Death 
looked anxiously about the court room 
for a moment and then assumed tlie 
sain(^ attitude as Cainpb(dl. 

"Wlioii the verdict was announced, tlie 
prisipiicrs exhibited iieitlier elation, re- 
lief or surprise. 

Judge Dixon thanked the jury, and 
sail! lio believed the verdict a just one. 
Ho tlicn dismissed the jurors until Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. The court 
tlven rose, and the prisoners were taken 
back to the jail.

'J'he Deputation From Ashcroft Inter- 
views the Government. 




The delegation from Ashcroft who 
are in the city iu the interest of the 
Cariboo railway project yesteisdny had 
an interview with the' provineial govern- 
ment, being received b.v .Messrs. 'riiruer, 
rreutiee, .Meltride and Widls.
